humanity." This is the last Duty and 
Destiny utterance of President Mo- 
Kluley before an audience of sane, in- 
telligent Americans in soms place in 
northern New York, in discussing the 
purpose of the government in the 
Philippines. It is a well sounding

mon sense! Rebellion? Where is there 
any rebellion? How can the Filipinos 
rebel against American sovereignty 
when such sovereignty never existed 
In the islands? The Malays of the 
island of Luzon were patriots when 
fighting tor freedom 
from Spanish 


tyranny. We approved their claims to 
liberty, and aided them in the struggle. 
We agreed with them that Spain had 
no rightful rule over n people who had 
battled for a hundred years against 
foreign tyranny, and shown that they 
were entitled to th-: boon of self gov- 
ernment, lluinauity 'lemHudecJ their 
release.

Tbe supporters 
of MoKinley jo\ceri in it. Ttieir blood 
tingled at the thoivbt of Spaniel) 
oppression of « people, brave and noble

We stand to-day in tbe position that 


Spain j,then 
occupied, except, 
that 


ihehadthe shadow of title to sover- 
eignty, which we denied, bnt paid 
$20,000,000 to remove tbe shadow. Did 
this transfer of gold from Washington 
to Madrid cbange Philippine patriot- 
ism to treason? Can the glory of a 
struggle for liberty be changed by the 
substitution of. oppressors? 
If the 


American people hud " .'eseen that tbe 
w*r for Cuban liberty would be sup- 
plemented by a war of conquest, and 
the holding of acquired territory by 
force of arms and without the consent 
of the governed, the former war would 
never have been inaugurated nor a 
dollar appropriated for its conduct. 
If humanity demanded political inde- 
pgndenoe for the people of the Philip- 
pines ten months ago, has the humanity 
proposition changed by what Senator 
Stewart calls "the fortunes of war"? 


In the cause of humanity we drove 


the Spaniards out of Ouba, that the 
people of that inland, our next door 
neighbor, miwht be free and independ- 
ent, the mastera of their own soil 
after years of oppression. The cause 
of thePhilipino was the same as the 
Cubans. They suffered the same op- 
pression, they fought as long and 
longer and as nobly for liberty, Had 
the administration offered them at 
first-, cuoico between annexation or an 
independent government, tbe former 
might have been aueepted. But that 
Is impossible now. No such offer was 
made and war was prosecuted for tbe 
conquest of the ielanrls cmd tbe subju- 
gation of a people ro be held in bond- 
age by military force. And yet 
a 


President of the United States declares 
that the war in the Philippines must go 
on in tbe interest of "liberty and 
humanity." Liberty out of the cao- 
non'd mouth! Humanity at the point of 
the bayonet! 


In bis lecture at Elko Mr. Newell 


pointed out that other states have 
harbors and rivers for the improve- 
ment of which Congress makes appro- 
priations each year. Nevada has none 
of these, and seourei no appropria- 
tions. The suggestion was made that j 
an effort be made to have Concrete 
make an appropriation, -which could 
readily be secured were it needed for 
river or harbor improvements, to es- 
tablish storage reservoir! in this State, 
whioh are quite as necessary for the 
State's development «a are improved 
rivers and harbors in other 
com- 


munitiei. 


The Silver State in commenting upon 


the above remarks, says to secure an 
appropriation, Mr. Newell pointed out 
that Nevada's representatives in Con- 
gress mast work in harmony and un- 
ceasingly. Immediately there comes 
the rub. The state has but one Con- 
gressman, and i«, in effect, unrepre- 
sented in the Senate. Bnt little can 
be done under snob conditions to 
seenre an appropriation for storage 
reservoirs or anything else. 


The JODBNAL has persiitently urged 


that a portion of the money appropria- 
ted under the head of "Internal Im- 
provements" be diverted 
from the 


rivers and harbora to tbe atorage of 
water in tbe arid land districts. It is 
the only paper in the State that ha« 
ventilated the subject, and it feels 
complimented that its views are en- 
dorsed by so eminent and practical a 
man as Mr. Newell. We agree with 
the Silver State in its estimate of the 
the Senators who bold down Nevada's 
seats in the Upper house of Congress. 
Perhaps, however, the time will come 
when we will have Senators who can

I/oealltleii Where tbe Precious Metal 


Deposits Itself Annually. 


There are several localities where 


gold may be said to grow every year 
or, In other words, where fresh depos- 
its of the precious metal are to be 
found annually. 


One such district is in the Edmonton 


country, In the Canadian northwest, 
where, after the spring floods, from the 
same banks and "beaches" of the Sas- 
katchewan river there are taken every 
year considerable quantities of gold by 
a few diggers, who moke their living 
out of the business. 


But the most conspicuous and inter- 


esting case of this sort Is to be seen 
near Ichang, in the province of Hupeh, 
In China. For many centuries past 
each year gold has been washed from 
the banks of coarse gravel on both 
sides of the river Han, and In the 
midst of the auriferous district there 
1s an ancient town called Ll-kiu-tlen, 
which means "gold diggers' inn." 
Its 


inhabitants subdivide the gold bearing 
ground among themselves annually, 
staking out their claims with parti- 
tions. They pay no royalty and ap- 
pear to earn no more than a bare sub- 
sistence. Bnt this may be doubted, as 
John Chinaman is an adept at "layin 
low and sayln nuffln." 


The annual river floods bring down 


millions of tons of mud and sand from 
the mountains, and this mud and sand, 
which is charged with gold, both "fine" 
and in flakes, Is deposited to a depth 
of six Inches or more ou tbe bonks of 
gravel. It is in the winter that the 
gold is. washed, and it is said that sev- 
en men work about 20 tons of "pay 
dirt" in a day .—Cincinnati Enquirer.
